"HOMEWORK" IS THE FIRST STEP 


Anyone planning to work on genealogy in foreign 
countries should do their homework first. This 
means gathering all informations possible back 
to the time of immigration of the ancestor. Included 
should be information from birth, marriage and 
death records, stories and information from 
relatives, old family Bibles, newspaper obituaries, 
wills and deeds, naturalization records and census 
returns. Kith this accumulated data you will have 
built up a good picture of the ancestor in this 
country and hopefully have found the county or 
town from which he came. 

The next step in your preparation is to read all 
available material about genealogical search in 
that country and local area. To make the best 
use of time abroad it is necessary to learn all 
you can about the area you plan to visit. Where 

are the civil records kept ? Where are the county 

or local records held ? What records are available 
in libraries ? Where are old city directories, 
old newspaper files and cemetery records available 7 
Is there a local historical or genealogical socie.ty? 
What are the hours of business in those offices 
you plan to visit and must you get permission to 

use the records ? When are the holiday closing 

times ? All this information is available by mail 
and will prevent a disappointment such as one we 
encountered on arriving in Canada, all ready for 
work, only to find a long week-end holiday due 
to a Queen Victoria's birthday celebration. 

The final step m preparing for a trip is arranging 
for travel and accomodations. This should be done 
months in advance if you want to be assured of 
reservations which will meet your specific needs, 
i.e., those close to record offices. In large 


cities, such as London, much time can be spent on 
local travel from your hotel to and from record 
offices where it is prudent to arrive early 
because search space is limited. 

In searching family history there is no better 
way than to visit the places where ancestors 
lived. Granted, this is not often possible 
because of distance, time, cost or a difficult 
language barrier. We have been among those 
fortunate enough to be able to travel to some 
of the places of our ancestors* earliest known 
origins. 

Our Scottish kin were Highlanders, cleared from 
the Straths in the early 1800 evictions to make 
way for sheep raising, which the landowners 
decided would be more profitable than the rents 
and tithes from the tiny farms paid.by their 
"lotters". In a bitter, cruel and brief time the 
landowners simply had the tenants forcibly 
removed by whatever means available, even to 
burning them out. There was nowhere to go but 
to the coast whore many died of starvation or 
lived in grief and bewilderment. The strong 
soon migrated, some to Canada, others to 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Our privilege has been to visit the Highlands 
where some of the crofts are still lived in 
and others are in all stages of ruin. It is 
a moving sight to see the foundations of one of 
these tiny crofts with part of its chimney 
still standing and the place for cocking and 
heating still intact. One such croft is very 
likely the exact place where my fourth great- . 
grandfather lived and worked for the landlord 
and raised a large family. The tiny stone 
cottage is on the side of a hill facing 
the gray North Sea and on a cold, windy, wet 
October day we wandered among the scattered 
stones and wondered what lif^e must have been 
like for them 150 years ago. 

In the small nearby town whose narrow streets 
and small houses are very little changed from 
long ago we made friends with the retired 
postmaster whose knowledge of and interest 
in the history of the area has been unstintingly 


of the local officials who opened their 
records to us. 

A special treat was he visit he arranged for us 
to see the old parish church, long fallen into 
disuse and soon to be sold. Despite the dust 
and mildew it still retains the dignity of 
its calling and moldy prayer books lie about 
as if waiting for the service. 

We also met two dedicated members of the 
Scottish .Genealogleal Society whose summers 
are spent recording pre-1855 monumental 
inscriptions in the Highlands counties. Since 
death and burial dates were net generally 
recorded in the parish registers and civil 
records started only in 1855 these gravestone 
inscriptions are sometimes the only records 
available. During the winter months the society 
members spend time indexing and cross-referenci 
these lists and each cemetery, even the tiniest 
now, has its own published record. 

Many other records are available for search 
at various other Scottish depositories. 

Estate papers for Sutherlandshire have been 
deposited and opened for search at the 
National Library of Scotland in Edinburgh,^ 

The Central Library, also in Edinburgh, has 
old city airectories, old newspaper files 
and a great many books and maps available 
for search. 

Our genealogical search in Ireland presented 
some different problems since we knew only 
that our kin were of the Catholic religion 
and were probably from County Kerry. 

Our search started at the National Library 
in Ireland in Dublin, which is the depository 
for a vast collection of books known as 
"Griffith's Primary Valuations." These books, 
for each county, ana by year, divide the 
counties into baronies. County Kerry has 
nine baronies. In each book each family is 
listed by surname, followed by a number 
showing how many times the surname appeared 
in that Barony. We selected the areas where 
our family name appeared most frequently, 
drew up a trip plan, rented a car and set 
off on our quest. 

We called on the priest in each parish and 
requested permission to see his parish 
registers. On our 12th stop we found baptism 
records of our families — something of a 
miracle. It was interesting and rewarding 
experience for us because we combined 
sightseeing with our search. The people 
we met and the help and interest shown us 
made the trip a delight. Ireland has so 
many more sources for family history search 
that we hope to go back another day and 
continue our work. 

The language problem in genealogical search 
was encountered with the Belgian side of our 
family. Dutch was the tongue of these 
ancestors back to about 1806, French from 
1805 back to 1797 and Latin prior to that. 

Our knowledge of basic German helped with 
the Dutch but French and Latin had to be 
translated with the help of dictionaries. 

Vital statistics records are not completely 
formatted but a pattern is usually discernible 
in most of them. Standard dictionaries, 
together with mini-dictionaries for each 
language compiled from the most frequently 
used words, enable us tc translate most of 
the informations in an entry. Per these 
records that we felt needed more complete 
or precise translations, we copied "as is" 
and later had a linguist translate for us. 

Our greatest problem was not the translation 
but being able to read the handwritng, 
particularly that found in the early parish 
registers. 

A different problem was encounteres when we 
found an ancestor who was married on 
"25 Prairial, 5th Year of the French Republic. 
We learned that the French instituted a new 
calendar after the revolution which was 
completely different from the Gregorian 
calendar then m general use. 

The French Republican calendar was used in 
all French-dominated areas from Sept. 22, 1792 

to Dec. 31, 1S C 5 , and was so different, as 
to require charts to convert from one 
calendar to the other. Years in the newly 
devised calendar were divided into 12 newly 


shared with us. He introduced us to some of

named 30-day months with each month divided 
into three 10 day weeks. The remaining 
five or six days necessary to complete a 
calendar year were known as "complementary 
days." Little information is available on this 
calendar and only after piecing bits together 
were we able to prepare charts. By use of 
the appropriate chart,- the marriage date 
of our ancestor equated to June 11, 1797. 

Other problems may be encountered during 
research but each problem must be approached 
with an open and inquisitive mind to 
understand its meaning and determine how 
the situation can be reconciled with present 
terminology and use.
